At a very numerous and reſpectable Meeting of the 
Friends to the preſent Eſtabliſhment in Church and 
State, held here this Day, to conſider of the moſt 
effectual Means for Kupporting our excellent Con- 
ſtitution. 


88 Bowes Wrote Eſq. in the Chair. 
It is Reſolved, 


I. That in every well ordered Government, the Intereſts of the Civil bd Reclefiaftical 
- Conſtitution are inſeparably Connected; for as Religion is indiſpenſably requiſite to the 
Ends of Society and Government, the Security and Support of the eſtabliſhed Religion 
mult demand the e Care of the Magiſtrate. 


II. That to promote this Salutary meaſure, our Forefathers have by ſeveral Acts of 
United Wiſdom and Policy, ordained, That every King or Queen ſucceeding to the 
Crown of theſe Realms, together with all Perſons who bear any Civil Authority within the 


ſame, ſhall be an to Wee their Conformity to the Religion of this Country as by 
Law eſtabliſhed, 


III. That confiting public 83 and Places of Truſt to Perſons profeſling the 
eſtabliſhed Religion, is expedient for the public Good; as Juſtice and Reaſon naturally 
point out a preference to thoſe Subjects whoſe Attachment to the Conſtitution is perfect 


and unequivocal, rather than to thole who comply in Part only with the Laws of this 
Country. 


IV. That it is the earneſt wiſh of this Meeting, that the Bleſſings of a full Toleration 
ſhould be extended to Chriſtians of all Denominations, which — they conceive the 
Froteſtant Diſſenters 1 in England at this time Enjoy. 


V. That although many of the Proteſtant Diſſenters are Men of Moderation, and highly ; 
reſpectable in their individual Situations, yet their repeated Attempts (as a Body) to obtain 
a Repeal of the Corporation ana Teſt Acts, muſt be a cauſe of ſerious Alarm to all true 


Friends of the Conſtitution ; as by the Abrogation of —_ the Security of the Church and 
State muſt be ſeriouſſy endangered. 


VI. That the defence of our excellent Conſtitution, makes it eſſentially neceſlary for 
us to give our decided Preference to ſuch Candidates at the next Election, as we are con- 
vinced are Zealoully attached to the preſent Eſtabhſhment in Church and State. 


VII. That the Thanks of this Mecting be given to the Chairman for his impartial and 


diſentereſted Conduct ; and that he be requeſted to ſign theſe Reſolutions, and to cauſe them 
to be inſerted in the London and — Papers,
